THE EUROPEAN WAR 


Those who nre #fig*ged in or ar# 
viewing at eloa# range the titanic con 
diet in which alt Europe la Involved 
can 
with 
difficulty 
appreciate the 
magnitude Of the event* which have 
transpired during the past 12 month*. 
Generations to come, however, looking 
back upon this period with a dearer 
Mftslon. will recognise the year 1918 
as one of the most tremendous, from 
a history-making standpoint, since the 
world began. 
Europe continued Its blood-letting 
throughout the je e r with even greater 
ferocity 
than marked the first 
Iff 
months following the breaking of the 
storm. 
The groat war rounded «Hit 
Us second and entered upon Its third 
year, with little promise of mii early 
conclusion of peace. 
During the year 
new nations entered Into the war, one 
of them, Roumania. to lw»couie the 
scene of some of the roost ferocious 
fighting of the year, one new nation 
was created, another Krttered to Jta 
fall, while on a dozen front* million* 
of men were fe^n * human sacrifice* 
to the insatiate war monster. 
There 
were 
seven 
outstanding 
phases of the great war daring the 
year 101#. 
These comprised the great 
offensive of the Russians in Oalltfa, 
which was Anally checked by the Teu­ 
tonic allies; the superhuman effort* of 
i he 
Gennan* 
to

Verdun, 
which were thwarted by the «H)ually 
superhuman defense offered by the 
French; the long-awsited grand offen­ 
sive of the British and the French on 
the western front, resulting In the re­ 
covery of considerable area In the 
Horn ate region, but not definitely break­ 
ing the deadlock In northern France; 
the checking of an Austrian offensive 
by the Italian* and the lMun< liing of 
a counter-offensive by which the Ital­ 
iana made big strides in their cam­ 
paign against T rieste; the 
inquest of 
Itouinenia by the Teutonic allies; the 
drive of the Serb*, aided by French, 
Italian and British troop*. In an effort 
to regain their lost kingdom, and the 
dual abandonment by the entente al­ 
lies of their disastrous Gallipoli cam 
paign. 
The Russians launched their of­ 
fensive in Galicia on the ttr*t day of 
the year. On January 9. the effort of 
ihe entente allies to force the Darda- 
■lelles was definitely abandoned, and 
the forces of the allies entirely evacu­ 
ated the Gallipoli peninsula. 


Verdun Attack Launched.

Tha demands of tin- four br«»ther 
hood*, representing the engineers, fire­ 
men. condn«-t(*r« aud trainmen, were 
made upon the railroinl* early In the 
year and after fruith-s* confwreacws 
between the representatives of the 
brotherhood* and the committee of 
getn-iwl managers representing prae- 
tlra lly every railroad in the United 
States, a strike vote was taken among 
the member* of the brmhorhooda. On 
July 26 it wa* announced that the 
vote hmi been «overwhelmingly In favor 
of a «trike miles* tin* demands «d tbe 
men were granted by the railroad*. 
The federal board of m«*diatk»n 1m- 
mediately offered it* services in an ef­ 
fort to prevent a strike hut on August 
12 the hoard announced that It had 
lieqa unable to bring about an agree- 
un-m and on the following day Presi­ 
dent Wilson summoned the generul 
managers’ committee and the brother­ 
hoods’ representatives to the W'hite 
House for a conference.
